Annie and her brother Jack are transported to the days of deserted
islands, secret maps, hidden treasure, and nasty pirates.

RAINY DAY: STORIES AND POEMS by Caroline Feller Bauer.
A collection of stories and poems all about rain by a number of well-
known authors.

THE ROCK POOL by David Bellamy. (Print/Braille)
The rock pool at the beach is teaming with life among the various
seaweeds until an oil spill at sea destroys the life forms there.

SNOWFLAKE BENTLEY by Jacqueline Briggs Martin.
Offers a dreamy and lyrical, yet informative, version of Bentley’s
lifelong love affair with snow.

(Print/Braille)
Describes how the plants and animals interact in the underwater world
of the ocean.
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
